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COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

Sir: 

With the exception of claims 21 and 30, the statement of reasons for allowance that 
accompanied the Notice of Allowance in the above-referenced application closely tracks the 
language of the allowed independent claims. 

Rather than recite a method that includes "determining [an] orientation of at least one 
polygon based on [a] sign of [a] cross produce [sic] term and [an] orientation decision variable," 
independent claims 21 and 30 are directed to systems that include logic circuits that perform 
certain functions. Thus, the statement of reasons for allowing independent claims 21 and 30, as 
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well as the claims that depend therefrom, does not apply to these claims and should not be 
considered to limit the scope of these claims. 

While the statements of reasons for allowance that accompanied the Notice of 
Allowability in the above-referenced application closely resemble the language recited in the 
remaining independent claims, the stated reasons for allowance are merely exemplary, and 
should not be construed as limiting, in any way, the scope of any of the other independent claims. 

Rather, the scope of each of the allowed claims of the above-referenced application 
should be defined only in terms of the meaning of the plain language used therein, and in 
accordaace with the Doctrine of Equivalents.
